Claims 2-42 and 45-63 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent Claim 17, prior art fails to teach "wherein the physical 
positions are coded by the position coding pattern and wherein the position coding 
pattern is incapable of being present in its entirety on any single product". 

Regarding independent Claims 18, 26, 42, prior art fails to teach "wherein the 
imaginary surface represents physical position in a unique and continuous manner, and 
represents a physical area which is incapable of being present in its entirety on any 
single base". 

Regarding independent Claim 45 and 53, prior art fails to teach "wherein the 
two dimensional coordinate reference represents physical position in a unique and 
continuous manner, and represents a physical area which is incapable of being present 
in its entirety on any single surface" 

Regarding independent Claim 61, prior art fails to teach " wherein the 
imaginary surface represents physical position in a unique and continuous manner, and 
wherein the physical position are coded by a position coding pattern and wherein the 
position coding pattern is incapable of being present in its entirety on any single base". 
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Regarding the remaining dependent claims, tliey are eitlner dependent directly or 
indirectly from independent Claims 17,18, 26, 42, 45, 53 or 61.
